The Purchase Tax 


Sir- John Simon is to discuss the 
purchase tax with the London Chamber of 
Commerce, several members having asked 
that points at present somewhat doubtful 
shall be clarified. Sir John is anxious to 
obtain, the views of the Chamber before 
he fixes the percentage and details of the 
tax. In the meantime many firms, both 
wholesale and retail, which usually hold 
large stocks of goods, point out that, while 
the tax upon such stocks will have to be 
paid in a specified sum, and more or less 
within a specified time, sales probably will 
be so.reduced that it may be a long time 
before they :an be recouped. In ‘effect, 
the argument is that wholesalers will be 
deprived of interest on their moncy unless 
they can charge the retailer with some- 
thing in excess of the tax. 
Many other tions have arisen on 
the o ot of the tax, and there will be 
engthy discussions before it assumes its 
final shape. One of the problems relates 
to goods which are subject to hire-purchase 
a reement. Transactions involving millions 
pounds a year are affected, and it is 
ested that the goods are not actually 
sags until. the final payment has been 
made, which may be some years after they 
have been delivered to the purchasers. 
Difficulties have arisen with regard to the 
en of this provision, particu- 
larly in the case of manufacturers who 
deal: directly with individual purchasers.
